BRIDGETON, Me., Dec, 
21.—An- 
tonio Jorce, the religious fanatic 
who murdered his father near Vine- 
land last week, lies in the court 
hoiise here with two bullets in his 
arms and a gaping wound five inches 
long in his hand. 
He was shot 
down by Sheriff Cheesman while 
trying to murder the jailers. 
. Jorce threatened to kill the jail 
officials when he was brought here. 
He was kept in the court house, as a 
new jail is being built. 


He was known to be revengeful 
and desperate and was watched day 
and night. 
Yesterday 
morning 
Jorce asked to see his mother and 
two brothers, 
who are 
in 
jail 
charged with being accessories to 
the murder of the head of the fam- 
ily. The murderer's request was 
refused and he became furious, rag- 
ing like a madman, tearing furni- 
ture and finally breaking the big 
gate which separated him 
from 
Watkins. 


The murderer attacked the jailer 
with a piece of a broken bedstead, 
his intention being to beat in the 
keeper's skull in the same manner 
that he had killed his own father. 
Sheriff Cheesman arrived on the 
scene at this time and fired four 
shots at Jorce. Two of the bullets 
took effect, one in each arm, but 
they seemed to further infuriate 
Jorce and did not disable him. 
He 
seized spittoons, chairs and every 
movable article within reach and 
hurled them at the sheriff 
and 
keepers. 


Deputy Keei)er Louis Marks was 
struck on the head by one of the fly- 
ing missiles and badly cut. 
Keeper 
Watkins secured a club and succeed- 
ed in felling the madened Italian 
with a blow on the head and then 
the keepers, by a imited effort, put 
manacles on him. Even when help- 
less, suffering excrutinating 
pain 
from his wounds, Jorce swore with 
terrible oaths that he would never 
rest until he had killed the keepers. 
When Jorce recovers sufficiently to 
be moved he will be taken to the 
Cax)e May county jail and confined 
in a dungeon.

CHiOAfiO, Dec. 21.—The National 
bank of Illinois, one of the oldest 
and best knowni banking institutions 
in the city, and with assets of be- 
tween $12,000,000 and $15,000,000, 
closed its doors today. 
The follow- 
ing notice was posted on the doors 
before the 
opening 
of 
banking 
hours : 


' 'This bank is in the hands of the 
National Btmk Exchange. 
By order 
of the comptroller of the treasury." 


This action was decided upon at a 
meeting of the directors of the bank 
last night, after the bank had been 
suspended from the Clearing House 
association, of Chicago, at a meeting 
of the clearing house committee 
held earlier in the day. 


Of the sixteen banks that, cleared 
through the National Bank of Illi- 
nois, two closed their doors as a re- 
sult of the closing of that institu- 
tion. 
They are E. S. Dryer & Co. 
and Wasmansdorff & Heineman. 
These two institutions are mortgage 
loan banks and savings societies in 
a small way, and their failure is not 
expected to affect any 
business 
houses. 
The assets of E. S. Dryer 
& Co. are given at $1,600,000, with 
liabilities of $1,200.000. The figures 
for Wasmansdoi'ff & Heineman are 
approximated assets, $650,000; lia- 
bilities, $400,000. 
The 
Security, 
Title and Trust company was ap- 
pointed receiver for both firms. Six 
banks have made arrangements to 
clear through other banks and the 
balance of the sixteen are making 
similar arrangements as fast as pos- 
sible. 


The failure was a great surprise 
in financial and busmess circles. 
The causes of the suspension as 
given in the resolutions adopted by 
the clearing house committee are 
' 'unwarrantable 
and 
injudicious 
loans," through which "the capital 
and surplus of the bank is seriously 
imperilled, if not absolutely lost. "

nouncement cortcemmgthe National 
bank of Blinois in Chicago. 
It says 
the Chicago clearing house has as- 
sumed to pay 75 per cent, of all 
proved claims.

bank and instructed to publish a 
list of all approved claims at once 
so that creditors may get the benefit 
of this action. 
Instructions have 
been issued to all banks having the 
National bank of Illinois as their 
reserve to prove their claims and 
send them in. At the bank's last re- 
port, which was November 30, the 
bank had a capital of $1,000,000, a 
surplus of 
$1,000,000, 
undivided 
profits of $450,000, and total assets, 
including bonds of $15,046,982. 
Its 
liabilities will be about $11,000,000. 
While it is feared that serious re- 
sults may follow, Comptroller Eckels 
will do all in his powder to relieve 
the strain on dependent banks and 
avert any imnecessary panic.

Senator Cameron today presented 
to the senate the report of the com- 
mittee on foreign r(4ations favora- 
ble to the adoption of the following 
joint resolution : 


Resolved by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United 
States of America in congress as- 
sembled, That the independence of 
the republic of Cuba be and the 
same is hereby acknowledged by the 
United States of America. 
Be it 
further 


Resolved, That the United States 
will use its friendly offices with the 
government of Spain to bring to a 
close the war bi^tvroen Spain and 
the republic of Cuba. 


The report is very voluminous 
and enters exhaustively into a dis- 
cussion of the question and the situ- 
ation in Cuba. The report says that 
it is clearly evident that the sover- 
eignly of Spain in Cuba is extinct 
and that the hopeless struggle for 
its re-establishment has degenerated 
into a strife which means nothing 
more than the useless sacrifice of 
human life, and the utter destruc- 
tion of the very subject-matter of 
the conflict. 


Although the president appears to 
have reached a different conclusion 
from ours, we believe this to be the 
actual situation of Cîuba , and, being 
unable to see that further" delay 
could lead to any other action than 
that which the president anticipates, 
we agree with the conclusion of the 
message that, in such case, our ob- 
ligations to the soverignty of Spain 
are "siiperceded bj'" higher obliga- 
tions which we can hardly hesitate 
to recognize and discharge. ' ' 
Fol- 
lowing closely the action of Presi- 
dent Monroe in 1818, congress has 
already declared in effect its opinion 
that there can be no national inter- 
ference, except upon the bases of 
independence. 
In 1822 as now, but 
with more force, it was objected, as 
we liave showTi, that the revolted 
states had no governments to be 
recognized. Divisions and even civil 
w^ar existed among the insurgents 
themselves. 
Among the Cubans no 
such difficulty is kno^vn to exist. In 
September, 1895, as we know by 
official documents printed on the 
silot, the insurgent government was 
regularly organized ; a constitution 
adopted ; a president elected, and, 
in due course, the valions branches 
of administration set in motion. 
Since then, so far as we are informed, 
this government has continued to 
perform its funtions undisturbed. 
On the military side, as we officially 
know, they have organized, equipped 
and maintained in the field, suffi- 
cient forces to baffle the exertions of 
200,000 Spanish soldiers. 
On the 
ci\il side, they have organized their 
system of administration in every 
province, for, as we know officially, 
they ' 'roam at will over at least two- 
thirds of 
the inland 
country." 
Diplomatically, they have main- 
tained a regularly accredited repre- 
sentative in the United States for 
the past year, who has never ceased 
to ask recognition and to offer all 
possible information. 
There is no 
reason to think that any portion of 
the Cuban people would be dissatis- 
fied by our recognizing their repre- 
sentative in this country, or that 
they disagree in the earnest wish 
for that recognition. 
The same 
thing could hardly be said of all the 
coimtries recognized by Monroe in 
1822. Greece had no such stability 
when it was recognized by England, 
Russia and France. 
Belgium had 
nothing of the sort when she was 
recognized by all the powers in 
1830. Of the states recognized by 
the treaty of Berlin, 1878, we need 
hardly say more than that they 
were the creatures of intervention. 


The only question that properly 
remains for congress to consider is 
the mode which should be adopted 
for the step w^hich congress 
is 
pledged next to take. 


The government of the United 
States entertains 
none 
but 
the 
friendliest feelings towards Spain. 
Its most anxious wish is to avoid 
even the appearance of an unfriend- 
liness which is wholly foreign to its 
thought. 
For more than a hundred 
years, amidst divergent or clashing 
interests and under frequent and 
severe strains, the 
tAvo govern- 
ments have succecHled in avoiding 
collision, and there is no friendly 
office which Spain could ask which 
the United States, within the limits 
of their established principles and 
polic5\ would not be glad to extend. 
Ill the present instance they are 
actuated by an earnest wish to avoid 
the danger of seeming to provoke a 
conflict. 


The practice of Europe in regiird 
to intervention, as in the instances 
cited, has beini almost invariably 
harsh and oppressive. 
The practice 
of the United States has been al- 
most invariably mild and forbear- 
ing. 
Among the precedents which 
have been 
so numerously cit(Hl, 
there can be no doubt as to tlK* 
choice. 
The most moderate is the 
btist. 
Among these, the attitude 
taken by President Monroe in 1822, 
is the only attitude whicli can prop- 
erly be regiirded as obligJitory for a 
sin'iilar situation today. 
The course 
pursued by the United States in the 
recognition of Columbia, is the onlj^ 
course which congress can consist- 
ently adopt.

WILL SHUT UP SHOP. 


Th«' WhtM'l 
Works 
to 
Cease 
Operations. 


The JIanagenient Claims That the llusiness 
Has lieen 
Conducteil îi( 
a I^oss fo 
the Stoekh«>Iders. 


The Fort Wayne plant of the 
Standard Whetil company, which 
has been in operation at irregular 
intervals only for the past five or 
six 3^erirs and giving employment to 
a small body of v,'orkmen, will this 
week cease 
operations, 
probably 
never to be resumed. 
Thus will 
forty or fifty men be throA\m out of 
w^ork and that, too, at a time when 
the labor market is greatly over- 
stocked. 
The officials of the con- 
cern make the surprising claim that 
it c'ost more to manufacture wheels 
and to dress up wiieel material here 
than it does at any of the other half- 
dozen places where the company has 
factories, although they admit that 
wages in Fort Wayne are lower than 
at any of the other places. This is 
their excuse for closing the works 
in 
this 
city 
and 
throw- 
ing a number 
of 
our 
citizens 
out of employment. 
The Standard 
Wheel company 
is successor 
to 
the American Wheel company, a 
sort of trust which was organized 
six years ago for the jmrpose of con- 
trolling the wheel trade of 
the 
country. 
But the plans of the com- 
bination miscarried. 
The large car- 
riage manufacturers and the smaller 
consumers of the products of the 
shops owned by the firm objected 
to its business methods, a promi- 
nent 
feature of which was 
to 
double the price of the wiieels, and 
they refused to buy. 
New factories 
sprang up and it was not many 
months until the affairs of 
the 
American Wheel company 
were 
placed in the hands of a receiver. 
The concern was then reorganized 
and the present Standard Wheel 
company, 
not 
one 
of 
whose 
stockholders is a resident of Fort 
Wayne, was the result. 
Since that 
day the Fort Wayne plant, which 
previously had given steady emxiloy- 
ment to about 500 men, has been 
idle much of the time, and when it 
was in operation" it furnished em- 
ployment to less than 100 men. 
The Winch works, out in the east 
end, where 
a half hundred 
or 
more men were employed constantly 
in ante-trust days, have also fallen 
into the hands of the Standard 
Wheel company and have not been 
in operation for nearly three years. 
The controlling stock of the Stand- 
ard Wheel company is owned in 
Indianapolis and Terre Haute and 
the general offices of the firm are 
located in the latter city.

Keinains Arrive Here. 


Jacob Colter, lumber merchant of 
Areola, is in the city. 


Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Tegtmey- 
er, of 6:5 West Willianx'? street, have 
received the shocking announcement 
that their daughter, Mabel, com- 
mitted suicide in her room at Chica- 
go late Saturdiiy night. 


Froin all that can be learned the 
girl was guilty of stealing a few 
dress goods and rather than face the 
disgrace of arrest and imprison- 
ment, she took her life by swallow- 
ing a dose of carbolic acid. 


In its accomit of the affair the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean says : 


"While Officers Tyrell and Smith, 
of the West Forty-Third street po- 
lice station, were reading a warrant 
to Mabel Tegtmeyer Saturday even- 
ing, in a room at No. 372 State 
street, charging her with larceny, 
the yovmg woman suddenly fell to 
thè floor dead. 


' 'Ui)on investigation it was learned 
that the young woman, a moment 
before the arrival of the officers, had 
swallowed a dose of carbolic acid 
and that this caused her death. 
Miss Tegtmeyer's parents are said 
to be highly respected and they live 
at No. 63 Williams 
street, Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 


"The remains of 
the 
young 
woman were removed to No. 11 
Adams street and her parents noti- 
fied. 
Miss Tegtmeyer was twenty- 
two years old and had not been in 
Chiciigo long. 
Until last Thursday 
she was employed as a domestic in 
the family of Police Officer Richard 
Newman, at No. 2024- Wilcox ave- 
nue. That evening the members of 
the family were away from home, 
and upon their return some wearing 
apparel belonging to Mrs. Newman 
was missing and Miss Tegtmeyer 
could not be foimd. 


"Friday a warrant was issued for 
the arrest of the young woman and 
placed in the hands 
of Officers 
Tyrell and Smith to serve. 
The of- 
ficers searched for the young woman 
imtil 
last 
evening, when 
they 
learned she had a sister living at 
No. 372 State street. 


"Thinking that Miss Tegtmeyer 
might have gone there, the officers 
visited the place. 
It was after 10 
o'clock when the officers reached 
the house and knocked on the door 
of the room. 


"They at first received no re- 
sponse, but upon looking over a 
transom saw the yoimg 
woman 
lying on a bed. The officers again 
knocked on the door, and this time 
their summons was answered. 
In 
answer to a question the young 
woman said she was Mabel Tegt- 
meyer, whereupon Officer Tyrell be- 
gan to read the warrant. 


" 'Oh, don't arrest me, ' the young 
woman exclaimed, when she learned 
the mission of the officers, and then 
suddenly she reeled and fell to the 
floor. 
She was placed upon the bed, 
and at first the officers thought the 
young woman had fainted. An ex- 
amination, however, showed that 
she was dead, and the body was re- 
moved to the morgue. 


"Upon the bed was foimd a bottle 
which had contained carbolic acid 
and two letters which plainly show 
that it was a case of suicide. 
Both 
letters had been written by lead 
pencil, but had not been enclosed in 
envelopes. One letter was addressed 
to Miss Slaggie Miller, No. 63 Wil- 
liams street. Fort Wayne, Ind., and 
said that the writer was in mtieh 
trouble. 


' ' 'I suppose you have heard that 
I stole some dresses and that the 
I)olice are trying to find me, ' the 
letter said, and continued : 'I do 
not know how I ever happened to do 
such a thing, and have regretted it 
a thousand times. I cannot stand 
the disgrace that is siu-e to follow, 
and wish that I were dead. ' 
The 
letter was signed 'Mabel. ' 


"Another letter 
addressed 
to 
'Whom it May Concern, ' read as fol- 
lows : 


' ' 'Please notify my folks that I 
have committed suicide, and have 
them take charge of my remains. 


"MABEL TEGTMEYER." 


' -Mrs. 
George Keller is the name 
of the sister of the yoimg woman. 
She lives at No. 372 State street, 
but she was not at home last even- 
ing. 
After the remains had been 
taken to the morgue Officers Tyrell 
and Smith returned to the room and 
recovered the dress 
and bonnet 
which had been stolen from Mrs. 
Newman. 


The girl wiis almost twenty-one 
years old. 
The remains will arrive 
t-his evening and will be conveyed 
to tho family residence.

The first number was a song bj^ the 
Baptist choir. Dr. D. W. Moftat 
offered prayer and Mr. E. F. Yar- 
nelle then, in a five-minute speech, 
presented the interests of the Fort 
Wajme Relief union. 
He told of 
the work that had been done and 
was being done by the organization 
to lighten the burdens and help the 
poor and needy. 
His plea for con- 
tinued effort in this diri^ction was 
an earnest one. 
Let us all, he said, 
do what we can to help along the 
work. 
Let us scatter sunshine avS 
we pass through 
life, scatter it 
everywhere we go and assist in mak- 
ing brighter the lives of those 
aroimd whom poverty had thrown 
its gloom and unhappiness. 


Dr. E. J. McOscar spoke for the 
Htimane society. 
It w^is organized, 
he said, about nine years ago and 
since then it had been an active 
worker for good. Some men were bru- 
tal in their treatment of animals and 
children and women and it was the 
mission of the society to correct 
these evils and punish the guilty 
ones. 
He told of the work that had 
been done in this direction. His ad- 
dress was a practical and interestin 
one. 


The County Orphans' home was 
represented by its matron, Mrs. Ida 
Overmeyer, who read an inter(^ting 
account of the mission of this organ- 
iziition, which was started about a 
year ago, and the good that it was 
accomplishing in the way of provid- 
ing maintenance, 
education and 
homes for the ijoor children of the 
county. 
She told many touching 
instances of the manner in which 
the inmates of the home were bene- 
fited, and 
how ideas of iLse- 
fulness were brought into the lives 
of these unfortunate children. Her 
paper was a most excellent one. 


The Linden quartet rendered a 
selection and Dr. P. W. Ayers, the 
general secretary of the Bureau of 
Associated Charities, of Chicago, 
was introduced. 
His theme 
Avas 
' 'Charity Organizations.'' He spoke 
of the history of these organizations 
in Europe and the United States and 
the work that was 
being done 
by them, and their increase in our 
cities. They bring, he said, men 
and women together in united char- 
ity work. 
They have a complete 
knowledge cibout the deserving poor 
and they understand best how to 
give the lielp needed. 
His address 
was full of good information. 


Mrs. M. B. Gorsline was to have 
spoken for the Labor Relief union, 
but she was ill and unable to be 
present, and the chairman spoke 
briefly for her. 
He said the work 
of this organization had passed into 
the hands of the Trades and Labor 
Council, and that they were now 
looking after the work. 


The next address Wiis one for the 
Hi^brew Rc^lief association. It was 
to hii.vc> beciu i)resented by Isador 
Lehman, but on jiccount of sickness 
he could not Ix^ pri^sent and Fuibbi 
C'oiin, of Acliduth Vcshalom congre- 
gation, spoke in his stead. His 
address was a brilli;int one. Therci 
wen^ not many poor, lu^ s;iid, among 
tlKi Jews. 
This was due to their 
Juibits of thrift and i-nergy, but such 
as needed hel]) wi re |)rovided forbj" 
their own people. 
He told of tlie 
work l)oing don(> by the society in 
this city, and said his people were 
in }u\irty accord with the Associcited 
Cliarities ;in('l would ;;1 wa\'s be found 
exr(^n(ling the bel])iiig hand.

little labor saving machine in ' the 
shape of a pn'eumatic stay bolt cut- 
ter, which, with two men, can per- 
form in one hour the work it hereto- 
fore required four men five hours to 
perform. The knives, or mpi)ers, 
of the machine are pressed together 
by a cam attached to a piston, the 
valve of which admits it to work in 
both directions. 
The knives, after 
nipping off a bolt, are thrown back 
to an open position by a spring. The 
machine is light, comjiact and sim- 
ple of operation. 
It has a capacity 
of cutting off bolts made of steel or 
iron one and one-quarter inch in 
thickness. 
The cutter was devised 
and built in the shops in this city 
and is a very valuable addition to 
the pneumatic machinery now in 
use in those works.
